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PART II. Course Descriptions and Prerequisites 

This section presents the descriptions of the Continuing Education and Graduate courses that Mansfield University 
expects to offer in the fall of 1988, although the University reserves the right to alter the list as conditions warrant. All 
courses are open to non-degree, non-matriculating students unless otherwise noted in the course description or in 
the course schedule. 

The descriptions are listed alphabetically by department name and then numerically within the department. Courses 
with a 500 number or above are graduate level courses. Following the course prefix and number is the complete title 
of the course, in parenthesis behind the title is the credit listing for the course. The abbreviation Gcr represents 
graduate credits and Ucr represents undergraduate credits. Any prerequisites for the course can be found at the 
end of the course description followed by the site location(s). 


AR T 

ARE 531 Art Education in the 
Elementary Curriculum (3Gcr)-A 
survey of programs in the 
elementary schools. An 
investigation of vibrant and 
Imaginative strategies of teaching 
with emphasis on revitalizing the 
elementary art curriculum to meet 
the needs of today’s children. 
(Mansfield University) 

ARE 598 Research (3Gcr)-After 
completion of all required course 
work the candidate for the M.Ed. In 
Art will submit a proposal to his 
advisor for a research topic. The 
candidate will complete a written 
scholarly document for 
presentation to the graduate 
committee. (Mansfield University) 

ART 510 Drawing (3Gcr)-An 
opportunity for the serious drawing 
student to translate original 
responses into visual statements 
that are inventive and personal. 
Investigations and explorations 
aimed at developing individual 
skill, vision, and organizational 
concepts. Awareness of current 
tastes in the art of drawing will be 
considered. Stress is on dialogue 
between teacher and student plus 


group interaction. (Mansfield 
University) 

ART 511 Painting (3Gcr)-A 
graduate-level studio painting 
course. The student is expected to 
concentrate either on advancing 
skills in media with which he or she 
already has some depth of 
experience, or on pursuing 
experiments in unfamiliar media to 
increase the breadth of his or her 
knowledge. (Mansfield University) 

ART 513 Waterbase Media 
(3Gcr)-An in-depth study of 
transparent watercolor techniques 
and acrylic polymer techniques. 
Studio explorations constitute the 
major portion of the course. 
(Mansfield University) 

ART 514 Printmaking (3Gcr)-An 
exploration of the printmaking 
process of woodcut, lithography, 
serigraphy, colligraphy, etching 
and engraving with emphasis on 
their use for creative expression. 
(Mansfield University) 

ART 515 Ceramics (3Gcr)-An 
advanced studio course for the art 
teacher interested in conveying an 
importance of ceramics (past and 
modern) to his or her students. 
(Mansfield University) 


ART 516 Metalcraft (3Gcr)-A 
studio course in applied metal 
design and advanced techniques 
in metalcraft. Project assignment 
is based on the student’s 
experience and interests. The 
student is exposed to a wide 
variety of methods of manipulating 
and fabricating metal forms and 
various methods of casting metal. 
(Mansfield University) 

ART 520 Graduate Art Seminar 
(iGcr)-A seminar course relevant 
to the needs of a practicing artist. 
Students will be introduced to 
methods of seeking and gathering 
information pertinent to his/her 
studio specialty and geographic 
region. Each student will be 
required to develop a resource 
notebook that will assist them 
throughout their productive years 
as an artist. (Mansfield University) 

ART 597 Presentation/Exhibition 
(3Gcr)-An art presentation or 
exhibition may be given dealing 
with a significant problem in the 
candidate's area of art interest. 
Examples of this type of project 
might be a mural painting task, 
building a unique kiln for firing 
ceramics, an exhibit art relating to 
a new teaching strategy, etc. In 
addition to the actual performance 
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of the Art Presentation or 
Exhibition the candidate must 
present documented evidence of 
planning, researching the problem 
and the other processes involved. 
The Art Presentation/Exhibition 
must be approved by the 
candidate’s advisor and the Art 
Department Graduate Committee 
after candidacy approval. Final 
evaluation of the Art 
Presentation/Exhibition will take 
place after the event. (Mansfield 
University) 

BUSINESS 
ADMINISTRATION 
AND ACCOUNTING 

ACC 110 Principles of 
Accounting (3Ucr)-lntroductory 
course to develop understanding 
of debits and credits, basic 
balance sheet and profit/loss 
accounts, and accurate 
transaction recording. (Sayre) 

BUS 130 Introduction to 
Business and Management 
(3Ucr)-Studies an overview of the 
broad concept of business 
functions. Provides a foundation 
for understanding the relationship 
between essential activities of 
business. Helps students to 
determine and pursue their areas 
of Interest and aptitude. (Troy) 

BUS 230 Management Principles 
(3Ucr)-Acqualnts the student with 
the functions and internal structure 
of modern business. Students will 
learn the techniques and systems 
employed by management to run 
an efficient organization. (Troy) 

BUS 255 Budgeting and Cost 
Control (3 Ucr)-This will focus on, 
among other topics, 
management's control, planning, 
measuring and reporting of costs 


and accounting information. It will 
deal with both preparation and 
application of financial information 
pursuant to generally accepted 
accounting principles. (Sayre) 

BUS 330 Marketing 
(3Ucr)-lntroduces the nature of 
marketing activities, consumer 
behavior and motivation. Focuses 
on an Individual firm managing its 
marketing efforts in relation to 
market forces and marketing 
opportunities. Emphasis on 
development of product, price, 
promotion, and distribution 
policies in order to achieve 
planned marketing programs. 
Prerequisites: BUS 130, ECO 101 
and 102. (Towanda) 

COM MUNICATIONS 

COM 210 Introduction to Public 
Relations (3Ucr)-Study of the 
history, principles, and practice of 
public relations in business, 
education, government, and other 
organizations. (Corning)

CIS 103 Introduction to 
Microcomputers (3Ucr)-This 
course Is designed specifically to 
develop an understanding of the 
capabilities and limitations of the 
microcomputer, and to equip the 
student with computer skills to the 
extent that the microcomputer can 
be used as a valuable tool In 
further coursework in the student’s 
academic discipline. Students will 
be required to perform 
programming assignments and to 
demonstrate competence and 
proficiency in the operation and 
programming of the 


microcomputer as a course 
requirement. (Wellsboro) 

CIS 203 Software for Business 
Applications (3Ucr)-Overview of 
common applications - software 
spreadsheets, data base 
management systems, word 
processors, graphics, 
development of competency In the 
use of this software. (Towanda) 


EDUCATION 

ED 500 Methods and Materials of 
Research (3Gcr)-An introduction 
to research and its practical 
application to professional 
problems with attention given to 
type of educational research, 
techniques of gathering data, 
organization and evaluation of 
data on a scientific basis, and 
development of reliable 
conclusions. (Mansfield University) 

ED 532 Historical Foundations of 
Education (3Gcr)-The historical 
development of American 
education. European influences 
on the philosophies and practices 
of American schools. Emphasis is 
placed on the development of 
education in America as influenced 
by various Individuals and schools 
of thought. Historical trends are 
related to current problems and 
practices in education. (Mansfield 
University) 

ED 540 School Law (3Gcr)-Laws 
relating to American public 
schools (both elementary and 
secondary). Non-public schools 
are considered only to the degree 
they are affected by general 
statutes.The course is for persons 
concerned with the implications of 
school law; the approach is such 
that an interested layman can 
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readily grasp the concepts. (Lock 
Haven) 

ED 541 Selected Topics in 
Education: Exploring Current 
Issues (3Gcr)-A modulized course 
for the study of selected topics 
which may be developed to meet 
the needs of individual school 
districts. (Corning or Montoursville) 

ED 554 Curriculum: Principles 
and Contemporary Thought 
(3Gcr)-A course which studies 
significant curriculum concepts 
giving particular attention to the 
following areas of curriculum 
study: (1)the dimensions of 
curriculum as a field of study, (2) 
forces affecting the curriculum, (3) 
the anatomy of the curriculum, (4) 
judging the quality of curriculum, 
and (5) processes of curriculum 
development and implementation. 
(Mansfield University) 

ED 580 Computers in 
Education-An Introduction 
(3Gcr)-Thls course gives the 
professional educator a broad 
overview of the educational 
application of the computer. At the 
conclusion of the course the 
student will be able to perform 
basic programming, evaluate 
software, and utilize prepared 
software with computers. 

(Mansfield University or Northeast 
Bradford) 

ED 590 Introduction to 
Educational Administration 
(3Gcr)-A survey course designed 
to give the beginning graduate 
student an overview of educational 
administration. (Corning) 

ED 594 Seminar/Social 
Restoration (3Gcr)-A seminar 
providing both a theoretical and a 
practical basis for understanding 
social restoration.
